A N OTHER DROP 
IN GASOLINE 


Although gasoline dropped an­ 
other cent a gallon in (rettysburg 
this m orning, making the retail 
selling price 17 cents per gallon, 
with a S tate tax of 2 cents, or a 
total of 19 cent* per unit, deal­ 
ers and filling station owners here 
were em phatic in their denial of a 
probability of “froe gasoline” in 
the near future. 
Recent drops in price have fol­ 
lowed each other in such rapid 
succession 
that 
m otorists 
have 
jocosely 
rem arked 
th at 
“free 
gasoline is a possibility.” 
Guts of one and two cents have 
brought the price of the m otoring 
commodity, gasoline, down from a 
price of 25 cents a gallon to 19 
cents within the last few months. 
The last reduction became effec­ 
tive on November 20. 
D espite drops in the price of 
gasoline, neither 
kerosene 
nor 
lubricating oils have kept pace in 
the downward progression. 
Cyl­ 
inder oil still sells at price* ra n g ­ 
ing from 70 cents to $1.25 per 
gallon, with kerosene demanding 
17 and IK cents per gallon.
